1923. 
WALSH AMENDMENT

Senatoj Walsh, Democrat, Massachu- 
setts, said the fifteen per cent tax 
would result In the Increasing by 50 
per cent of the taxes of a very sub- 
stantial number of corporations In 
the country.
